WHAT THE RED BOOK WANTS 


The Publishers of THE RED Boox 
find in the August number of 7he 
Editor, a well-known New York jour- 
nal of information for literary work- 
ers, an article which they believe 
may be of interest to the readers of 
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this magazine. The article in ques- 
tion is one of acurrent séries pub- 
lished under the general title of 
‘Interviews with Editors,’’ by Leslie 
W. Quirk, editor of the journal in 
which it appears. The series already 
has included comment on the scope 
and conduct of several of the more 
conspicuous New York magazines. 
Because Mr. Quirk has written in 
spirited fashion certain things about 
THE Rep Book which may serve its 
readers and its contributors to know, 
and not because of any personal 
compliments included, the Publish- 
ers have obtained from him the per- 
mission to reprint his comment here. 


AN EDITOR’S COMMENT 

“THE Rep Book Mr. White,”’ I 
began, “‘is becoming pretty well 
kifown in New York; you are forc- 
ing us to read it.’’ 

‘You will be surprised, no doubt,”’ 
he volunteered, ‘‘when I tell you 
that we sell more copies in New 
York than we do in Chicago.”’ 

I tried to look surprised, quite as 
if I did not appreciate the merit of 
the magazine, and Mr. White settled 
back comfortably in his chair and 
began to talk. It was good to 
listen. Mr. White never raised his 
voice, but his whole personality was 
in what he said. He talked of the 
magazine; of what it had done and 
what he wished it todo. There was 
no undue praise in what he said, and 
no note of egotism. He talked of it 
because it was his work, and because 
his whole heart was in the task of 
making it a good magazine. It was 
not a local publication, he declared, 
but a national one. 

‘‘So far as I know,”’ he said, ‘“‘it is 
the first magazine that has ever been 
published here in Chicago without a 
local appeal to writers and advertis- 
ers. There is nothing local about it 
except the date line. In the past, 
magazines have catered to Chicago 
writers and have made the plea that 
Chicago advertisers should support 
them because they were local enter- 
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this.

prises. We have not done 
Qur contributors are those 
names you will find in 
York magazines.’’ 

‘What kind of stories do you like 
best?’’ I asked, as he paused. 

“Well,” smiled Mr. White, ‘‘I can 
answer better by stating what we do 
not like. Wedo not care for stories 
that are either immoral or religious. 
We do not care for strongly fantastic 
stories. We have no use for the 
cheap, tawdry love story." 

‘Do you use stories of dialogue: 
Of repartee?’ 

‘Occasionally, when they bring out 
character.’" He picked up late 
copies of THE Rep Book and ran over 
them. ‘‘You see, we use about one 
in each issue. Asa whole, though, 
we prefer stories with action and 
plot rather than those dealing with 
analysis of character.’’ 

‘‘Do you favor the weird story?’’ 

“The ghost story? No, we do 
not care for ghost stories; that is, 
ghost stories without the explanation 
of psychic phenomena. If the ex- 
planation is plausible, there is a cer- 
tain chance for these stories. Take 
hypnotism, for instance; that is a 
recognized science, and would offer 
an expl: anation for certain inci- 
dents.”’ 

Mr. White took out a great bundle 
of manuscripts, which were to be 
used in coming issues of the maga- 
zine. Many were by authors of 
reputation, and this prompted me to 
ask about the chance of the un- 
known writer. 

‘We are always looking for ‘the 
unknown genius,’’ he _ declared, 
vigorously. ‘‘Every editor I know 
comes to his morning’s mail of manu- 
scripts with the same hope with 
which a Western prospector starts 
out each morning with pick and 
grub-stake, in the hope of striking 
pay-dirt. 1 confess, an editor's 
routine would be dull, indeed, were 
it not for the chance of ‘discovering’ 
some writer.’’ 
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‘Do you see many of the 
scripts th: it are submitted ? 

‘Yes, 1 do. I probably read more 
manuscripts myself than the average 
editor, because my readers do not 
yet understand my _ requirements 
thoroughly. Of in spite of 
not caring for certain kinds of 
stories, we do use them. One of my 
readers often brings me a mz inuscript 
with the comment, ‘Mr. White, this 
is of a kind: you do not like, but it is 
that | thought best to let 
you see it.’ Often a manuscript is 
queried to me in this way, and often 
I accept it. I don’t always live up 
to my ideals. 

‘That brings up another point. I 
notice ina recent Aditor that some 
magazines want only American mat- 
ter. Now, we want anything that is 
good. If a story is good, it need 
not be American in setting. But it 
must be correct.. I have traveled 
pretty exte ‘nsive ly asa correspondent 

I hope this is the first note of ego- 
tism—and I know when a story is 
not right. We get stories of Russia 
and Japan that are not correct at 
all—stories, too, in which all the 
characters are foreigners, and in 
which the motifs depend on politics, 
local conditions, and so forth.”’ 

How about your length 
its?" 

‘‘We use anything from one to six 
thousand words. We publish no 
articles; we have never used a poem. 
We use short stories only. 

“Now, you have asked nothing 
about the matter of payment. We 
pay just what a story 1s worth to us; 
all the way from—well, last year I 
paid as low as five dollars a thousand 
words; not now, though occasionally 
I pay a trifle less than a cent a 
word.’ 

“But generally more?’ 

Mr. White. smiled. “Oh, yes; 
many of the authors whose stories 
we are using can’t be touched for 
less than $150 to $200. It’s simplv 
out of the question.”

President Roosevelt has swung 
wide the gates of the World’s Fair 
at St. Louis. Thousands of the 
readers of this magazine are plan- 
ning to visit this wonderful exposi- 
tion, the greatest since men first 
measured their skill or their prod- 
ucts in competition. It will have, as 
its distinctive note, life and motion. 
Instead of products, the exhibits will 
be chiefly of processes. Among them 
will be the Prudential exhibit which 


interprets in a most interesting 
way the broad range of life ‘in- 
surance, one of the great forces 
in modern life. Few. people have 


any conception of the relations of’ 


this force to all the other great forces 
that are upbuilding the nation—to 
commerce, industry, education, 
thrift, home protection and all the 
rest.
